A copy of the 
entire amendment with fax receipt is attached. The marked-up version is on page 2 of the 
amendment and is titled "AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION" The abstract is on a 
separate sheet as there are no other amendments to the specification. The. marked-up version 
may be seen in the image file wrapper with the document description "Specification" on 
09/24/2004, and would appear to have been entered. At the Examiner's request (see attached 
page from the office action of 05/24/2004), a clean version of the amended abstract was also 
submitted on a separate sheet. This is shown in the image file wrapper as "Abstract - 
Amendment Not Entered" on 09/24/2004. Applicant respectfully contends that the amendment 
was compliant with current amendment practice, and, in the event that there is a patent term 
adjustment in the application, that there should be no reduction in the adjustment due to the 
alleged noncompliant amendment
